But  history  takes  little  account 
of  the  might-have-been 

One  likes  to  think  that  St  C!>eorge  him- 
self. had  he  known  of  the  facts,  would  have 
been  glad  to  share  that  birthday  with  a feel- 
ing mifltf.  a seeing  eye.  a heart  that  was  large 
enough  to  enfold  the  world  and  keqi  it  ever 
since  enthralled.  Had  he  never  written  a play 
the  man  we  call  Shakespeare  would  have  be- 
come famous  for  his  singing.  His  sonnets 
are  in  a class  by  themselves  But  in  his  plays 
so  much  that  was  real  and  human  came  to  life 
that  it  can  surely  never  die  Men  and  women 
in  all  ages  will  read  Shakespeare,  long  after 
the  annotaion  have  been  forgotten:  read  him 
and  laugh,  read  him  and  cry,  read  him  and 
wonder  at  a mind  so  nearly  universal  that  it 
stands  today  without  a human  peer. 

One  wonders,  too.  what  Shakespeare  could
